Subject 
The Predator-Prey Olympics: The Prize Is 
Survival 


Survival is the priority that guides all life in the 
animal world. Dr. Samuel McGinnis will examine 
the role of natural selection in promoting 
progressively higher degrees of physical 
accomplishments such as running farther, 
swimming faster, or jumping higher in vertebrate 
prey and predator species. By viewing slides of 
animals in their natural habitat, we will clearly see 
the adaptations that have led to their success in 
this highly competitive world. 


Dr. McGinnis will then speculate on the natural, 
selective pressures which make possible the wide 
variety of physical abilities which we witness in 
our own species in the current Olympic Games. 
Dr. Samuel M. McGinnis is a Professor of Biology 
at California State University, Hayward. Asa 
vertebrate physiological ecologist, he has studied 
antelope and ostriches in East Africa, marine 
mammals in the Eastern Pacific, and California 
reptiles.

Dart, Taung and The “‘Missing Link’’: 
60 Years After 


Dr. Phillip V. Tobias

In November 1924 the Taung skull — first 
discovered of all Africa’s ‘‘missing links’? — came 
to light, and in February 1925 it was announced 
to the world by Professor Raymond A. Dart as 
Australopithecus africanus. 


It was a critical breakthrough in the quest for our 
origins and dramatically swung the spotlight of 
the search for ancestors from Asia to Africa. It 
ultimately, moreover, compelled anthropologists 
to accept that a small brain alone is insufficient to 
disqualify it’s owner from membership in the 
human family. 


This lecture will capture not only the intense 
human drama woven around Dart’s efforts to 
convince a reluctant world but also the new 
disclosures based on the latest research into the 
1924-25 events. 


As a paleoanthropologist, Dr. Tobias has studied 
fossils from many continents. He has been mainly 
responsible for studying and publishing the more 
than 50 hominid specimens excavated by Dr. 
L.S.B. Leakey and Dr. Mary Leakey at Olduvai 
Gorge, Tanzania. As a human biologist, Dr. Tobias 
has studied numerous ethnic groups of southern 
Africa and has authored several books and 
scientific papers.
